it describe it as a beautiful sight, fas- 
cinating in the extreme. 
The sudden- 


ness with which comets flame out in the 
sky, the enormous dimensions of their 
fiery trains, the swiftness of their flight, 
the strange and mysterious forms they 
assume, together with their departure 
as unheralded a« their advent, all seem 
to bid defiance to law, and partake only 
of the marvelous. 
Civilized people 


generally now view them without fear, 
but in every age among the ignorant 
they have been witnessed with supersti- 
tious dread, as Shakespeare says: 
"Threatening the World with famine, 


plague and war; 


To princes, death; to kingdoms, many 


curses; 


To all estates, inevitable losses; 
To herdsmen, rot; to ploughman, hap- 


less seasons; 


To sailors, storms; to cities, civil trea- 


sons." ' 


The comet of 43 B. C., appearing just 


after the assassination of Julius CVcsar, 
was looked on by the Romans as » ce- 
lestial chariot sent to convey his son! 
Heavenward. 
An old English writer 


remarks: "Experience is nu eminent 
evidence that a comet like a sword por- 
tendeth war, aud a hairy* comet, or a 
comet with a beard, denotata the death 
of kings, us if God and nature intended 
by them to ring life knells of princes, 
esteeming bells in churches upon uarth 
not saered enough for such illustrious 
and eminent performances." 


DESCBIFTION. 


The term comet signifies a "hairy 


body," and it usually consists of three 
parts — the nucleus, a bright spot in the 
center of the head; the coma (hair), 
which is the cloud-like inas-i surround- 
ing the nucleus, and the tail, a luminous 
train extending generally in a direction 
from the sun. Some, though, ure with- 


i oat tail and even without nucleus, aud 
tha fleecy mass is known to be a comet 
only from its orbit aud rapid motion. 
Comets are not, like planets, confined 
,o the limits of toe zodiac, but appear 
n every quarter of the heavens, and 
move in every conceivable direction. 
iVhen first seen a comet resembles, a 
aiut spot npon the dark background of 
the sky. 
As it approaches the sun the 


brightness increases, uud the tail be- 
gins to show itself. 
Gradually it fades 


away as it recedes, until it is finally 
lost, even to the telescope. 


NUMBEB OP COME'JN. 


It was Stiid by Kepler that there wore 


as many comets as fish iu the sea, and 
Arago has estimated that there are at 
least 17,500,000 within the solar sys- 
tem, basing his calculations on the 
number known to exist between the sun 
and Mercury. 
Of this vast number 


few, hoirever, ure visible to the naked 
eye, and a still less number attract ob- 
servation, owing to their inferior size 
and brilliancy; while still many others 
are lost to our sight by being above the 
horizon iu the day time, when, of course, 
the superior brilliancy of the sun com- 
pletely eclipses them. 
Seneca men- 


tioned, for instance, that during a solar 
eclip»e in nis fur away bauk time a large 
and splendid cymet suddenly made its 
appearance near the sun. 


CEBITS OF THE COMETS. 


Comots form a part of the solar sys- 


tem and are subjact to the laws of 
gravitation. Like tbe planets they re 
volve around the sun, but they differ in 
the form of their orbits. 
While tb 


planets move in patn9 varying but little 
from circular, and thus never depait so 
far from tbe sun as to be invisible to 
us, the comets travel 
in extremely 


elongated or flattened ellipses, so that 
they can be observed by us only through 


preserved, even if it were not before 
hs creation of man. Under these cir- 
cumstances it IB obviously 
extremely 


lifBenlt to determine the times of these 
ipparently erratic wanderers; yet, in 
spite of all these obstacles, some have 
>een tracked far into space, beyond the 
elescopic view. 
Tbe comet of 1814, 


or instance, is announced to pay a 
visit to the astronomers of A. D. 101,- 
ttt; while the period of the comet of 
1744 is fixed at 122,633 years. 


DISTANCE FBOM TBB SUN. 


The comets at their perihelion sweep 


very near the son. 
Thus, the one of 


1680 came where the temperature was 
estimated by Newton to be about 2,000 
,imes that of red-hot iron. The nearest 
approach known is that of tbe comet of 
1843, whose perihelion distance was but 
about 30,000 miles from the surface of 
the sun; in fact, it doubled around that 
body in two hours' time. 
The greatest 


aphelion distance yet estimated is that 
of the comet of 1844, which is over '400 
>illi*n miles. 
The velocity of a comet 


varies of course with the position in the 
orbit. 
Tbe comet of 1680 moved in 


perihelion at the rate of 270 miles per 
second; while in aphelion its velocity 
a only about six miles per hour. 


DENSITY OP COMBTS. 


The quantity of matter contained in a 


comet is exceedingly small. Telescopic 
stars even are visible through them. 
The comet of 1770 became entangled 
among Jupiter's moons, aud remained 
there four months without interfering 
with their movements in the leaaf, in- 
dued, so far from that, its own 'orbit

a very small portion of their paths. A 
cornet traveling along an elliptical or- 
bit, though it may pass far from th< 
sun, will yet return wiihiu a fixed time 
bat one pursuing either a parabolic or 
hyperbolic curve cannot return, ud the 
two sides separate from each other more 
and more. Many of the comets of the 
first class have been calculated, and 
they have repeatedly visited our por- 
tion of the heavens, while those of tbe 
other classes, having once formed part 
of our system, go away fqrever, seeking 
perhaps in far-off space another sun, 
which in turn they will abandon as thei 
have our own. Bnt the great trouble is 
to determine whether a comet's orbit is 
elliptic, parabolic or hyperbolic, owing 
to the fact that we can observe so araal 
a portion of the entire orbit. A few are 
known to .move in clearly ellintica 
paths, and their movements have been 
so accurately estimated that it is possi 
ble to predict thei: exact place in tbe 
starry vault on any given day and, hoar. 
Tbe other comets mar never return, or, 
at least, not for centuries hence.' They 
may be paying our snn the first socig 
•all, or, if they have swept throagb the 
aolar system before, it may have' been 
at »o remote a time that no record i 


was so much changed by the proximity 
that from a psriolie*! return of five 
years and a half it has not been seen 
since. The same comet came within 
1,400,000 miles of the earth without any 
sensible effect. In 1861 we have good 
reason to suppose that the earth actual-, 
y passed through the tail of a comet, 
is presence being indicated only by a 
peculiar phosphorescent mist. 
So that 


even should our earth run full-tilt 
against a comet the shock would be 
quite imperceptible. 
Still, there are 


comets of greater solidity. Doniui's, 
for example, is estimated to be about 
one seven-hundredth the bulk of the 
earth. The concussion of such a body, 
moving with the speed of a cannon-ball, 
would undoubtedly produce » very sen- 
sible effect. It is.not understood wheth- 
er comets shine by their own or by re- 
flected light. 
If, however, their nuclei 


consist of white-hot matter, a passage 
through such a furnace would not be 
very desirable or satisfactory. • 


VARIATIONS IN FOBM AND DIMENSIONS. 
Comets appear to bu subject to con- 


stant variations, and are now thought 
to decrease in brilliancy at each succes- 
sive revolution about the snn. 
The 


same comet may present itself gome- 
times with a tail and sometimes with- 
out. 
Wnen the comet first apoears 


there is generally no tail visible and the 
light is faint. 
As it apptoacues tbe 


sun, however, it? brightness increases, 
the tail shoots out from the coma, and 
growa daily in length and splendor. 
The tail of the comet of 1843, ja*t after 
the perihelion, increased in length five 
million miles par day. As the tail thus 
extended, the nucleus was correspond- 
ingly contracted, so that this comet ac- 
tually "exhausted itself in the manu- 
facture of its own tail." 


BEMABKABLE COMSM 01' 
THE 
PRESENT 


CENTURY. 


Tha great comet of 1811 was a mag- 


nificent spectacle. 
The head was 112,- 


000 miles in diameter; the nucleus, -100 
miles; while the tail, of a buautifnl fan 
shape, stretched out 112 million miles. 
The aphelion distance of this com at is 
fourteen times that of Neptune, or forty 
billion miles. It is announced to return 
in thirty centuries. 


The cornet of 
1835 is commonly 


known as Halley's comet, and is re- 
markable as being the first comet whose 
period of revolution was satisfactorily 
established. Dr. Halley, ou examining 
the accounts of the great cornets of 1531, 
1607-aud 1C82, suspected that they were 
only , the reappearance of the same 
comet, whose period he fixed at about 
75 years. Ha finally ventured to pre- 
dict the return of the comet ubout the 
years 1758-9; aud although he did not 
live to see his prophecy fulfilled, great 
interest was fait iu the result. 
It was 


destined, however, for a professional 
astronomer to be tho first to detect the 
comet. , A peasant near Dresden saw it 
on Christmas night, 1758. The history 
of this comet, as it has been traced back 
by its period of 75 yearjria very event- 
ful. 
It was seen in England in IOCS, 


when it was looked upon with dread as 
the forerunner of .the victory of William 
of Normandy,, and was then equal to 
the full moon ir+ size1... In 14S6 its Jail 
reached from the horizon to the zeneth. 
It was supposed W indicate tbe success 
of Mahomet II,, who bad already taken 
Constantinople, and , threatened the' 
whole Christian world. Pope CalixtuS 
III. therefor? ordered extra "Ave Ma- 
rias" to-o»j»peated by everybody, and 
also the-chnroh bells to'be rung daily at 
noon, A'pl^jer was added,, as follows: 
"Lord, ,****,, us from $he :d»viU tti* 
Turk an^tt»com.t.';.,Jn 1823 it war 
considered 'the precursir of the death' 
of Phillip Augustas. The first record- 
ed appearance of Bailey's comet was B. 


C. 130, when it wta snpponed to herald 
the birth of Hithidrates. 


The comet of 1843 was so intensely 


brilliant that it waa visible in full day- 
tight. It was so near the snn as al- 
most to graze his surface. 


Eneke'a comet has a period of only 


3% years and a most interesting discov- 
ery has been made from observations 
upon its motion. The comet returns 
each time to its perihelion about 2% 
hours earlier than the most perfect cal- 
culations indicate. Henoe, Pro!. Enoke 
baa been led to conjecture that space is 
filled with a thin, ethereal medium ca- 
pable of diminishing the centrifugal 
force, and thus contracting tha orbit of 
comet. 


Donati's comet which appeared in 


1858, was the subject of universal won- 
der. 
When first discovered, in June it 


was 240 millions miles from the earth. 
In August, traces of a tail were noticed, 
which expanded in October to about 
fifty million miles in length. 
This 


comet, though small, has never been 
exceeded in the brilliancy of the nu- 
cleus and the graceful curvature of the 
tail. It

At Palisade Friday, says the Eureka 


Sentinel, 400 out of a drove of 3,800 
sbeep that were being diven eastward 
from California were poisoned and died 
within an hour. It is not known how 
the poisoning occurred. 


The same casualty has occurred many 


times to sheep drovers driving their 
flocks from Dayton to Wadsworth and 
through other localities further east- 
ward. Of late years, no well-posted 
owner of bands of sheep, will allow his 
sheep to be d iven over a route before 
thorough1 y inspecting it in advance. 
The bitter experience of the past ten or 
twelve year*, has led proprietors of 
large cumbers of shee'p, which they 
were desirous of driving to market, to 
map out beforehand the exast route the 
herders were to take and before the start 
was made, the route was again gone over 
by experienced men, so tkat no accident 
could occur that might be guarded 
against. 
It is an actual fact that the 


bones of hundreds of thousands of sheep 
are lying, bleaching in the middle and 
southern portions of Nevada, all of the 
animals having been sent to their last 
quietus by drinking water which, while 
not injurious to human beings, caused 
each thirsty sheep to keel over and give 
up the ghost. The Sentinel might re- 
quest the herders of the vicinity to 
paste this in tbeir bats.
